A double standards of 
prices paid by the consumer was the 
result. 


Abandonment of the fair trade 
system wa* welcomed by most re­ 
tailers in the hope it will spell the 
doom of the discount houses. Stor­ 
es now are offering nationally ad­ 
vertised appliances and other mer­ 
chandise freed from fair trade at 
prices that often are lower than 
the discount centers. 


Whether the latter will fight l*ack by 
lowering their prices still further is 
conjectural at this point. Consumers, of 
course, are hopeful the price battle will 
continue indefinitely. Meanwhile, they 
are making the most of the “buyer's 
market.” 


Khrushchev's Risks 


A hold gambler — that # how 
the 
world is loginning to see Nikita K hru­ 
shchev, Moscow’s strong man, as he 
begins his sixth y e a r”of power in Rus­ 
sia. 
When Dictator Josef Stalin died on 
March 
5, 
1958, there 
wa> 
a 
mad 
scramble for top spot in tile Kremlin. 
Out 
of 
this, Khruschev appears 
to 
have emerged supreme. 
Bena, Malen­ 
kov, Molotov, Zhukov, Kagamovich and 
Rhepilov loat out. 
In the course of thesp five years, 
Khrushchev has gambled dangerously 
on at least three occasions. 
The first was two years ago when he 
embarked on a passionate two-day “rie- 
Stalinizing" tirade before the Soviet 
Communist Party's 20th Congress. The 
party boss anathematized Stalin for his 
use of “brutal force” and his “cult of 
personality.” 
The surprising thing is that he got 
away with it in 1956. and ha 
since 
been able to do an about-fa^e. 
His 
present tun# 
sets 
out 
Stalin 
as 
s 
“great Marxist” and a “model Com­ 


munist. 


A second gamble was the 1957 de­ 
centralization of Soviet industry. 
He 
wiped out 30 central government min­ 
istries and created 92 local economic 
councils in their stead. 


Economists says this major revision 
of the Soviet 
system accounts 
for 
stretching out the sixth five-year plan 
to seven years. 
On top of these, he took a third gam­ 
ble just a month ago. 
He proposed 
eliminating th# machine tractor sta­ 
tions which have heretofore been key 
centers of political control and indoc­ 
trination. 
In their place, he plans to 
supply agricultural machinery directly 
to collective farms. 
Taking risks like these 
may 
keep 
Khrushchev on top. 
But, coupled with 
such setbacks as last year, he faces an 
uneasy 
future. 
Responsibility 
for 
whatever “errors of Socialist planning” 
may later be found in Khrushchev’s al­ 
terations of Soviet economic Arrange­ 
ments will be his and his alone.

stuck by the American firm be. 
cause no m atter w hat 
they 
lost, they were still better off 
than what wa* happening to 
their wealth In China. Thus. 
whereat there was a flight of 
States, the fl ght of capital to 
the United States from China 
continued. 
After an Interm ent during 
W’orld W ar II by the Jap a­ 
nese, Fritz began his world 
travel# aearchlng out all the 
odd and end spot* to make 
sure that he missed nothing. 
He finally settled In Rome, re­ 
turning to the United State* 
at Intervals. And when her# 
always he went up to North 
Dakota on a sentim ental Jour­ 
ney. 
That I* where he was 
bom and that Is where he be­ 
longs 
Hi* nostalgia for his 
native soil Is almost oriental 
In spirit.

Frits what he would de 
with his money. Ile told 
me he woald leave It all to 
hi* natl re state. He was 
not married then and I 
said ta rn.vealf that some­

In many ways, the Horatio 
Alger story- never die*. Chester
